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On the 31st of July, 1918, the
81st Division (better known as the
“Wild Cat Division') sailed from
New York, transported by eleven
vessels and convoyed by a British
battle eruiser and an American de-
stroyer, The division roster con-
tained the names of something like
30,000 men,

Just off the coast of Ireland a
squadron of fourteen IPrench, DBrit-
ish and American destroyers and sub-
miarine chasers joined the convoy,
but no’u-boats were encountered on
the way over, and the trip was un-
ceventliul,

We landed at Liverpool, England,
on August 11th, ) Greater evenls
were destined to take place with us
on the same date, but we did not
know.) Here we disembarked and
marched to a railway depot, loudiy
cheering and applanding, The recep-
tion which the British populace gave
us wis so unatfectedly warm-hearteqd
that it is doubtful if any of us will
ever forget it,

That same evening we bhoarded a
train and rode for nine howrs to
Romsey, passing en route some of
the most beawntiful farm lands the
writer has ever seen—one and all
perfect models of cultivation and
cleanliness. We alighted from the
train in the wee small hours of the
morn, marched through the old IEng-
lish town of Romsey, with its guaint
inns and taverns, and made our wuay
to a “rest camp’” a few miles he-
yond. While at this camp we visited
Lord DBelford's magnificent estute—
a perfect wonderland in itself,

On the 14th of August we paclked
up and went on a long. tiresome
hike to Southampton. Ve boarded
a channel steamer there, which was
manned by American sailors and
naval reserves, and that night we
crossed the turbulent wateve of the
English Channel,” When we awoke
next morning we found ounrselves in
the “sunny port"” of LeHavre, in
FFrance,

Seeing France on the Hobnall Local,

We hiked from the cobble-stoned
streets of Lellavre to 2 resl camp
above the “sunny city." French j.eo-
ple gazed at us as we moved along,
but to us the centre of altraction
was a beautiful young woman, who
was dressed in mourning, as she
stood reviewing the passing troops.
Her eyes were wel with tears, and as
she stood there—silent, but with ore
hand raised above her head and to-
wuards heaven—every one felt that
she was invoking God's Dblessings
upon the passing troops, and was
thanking Him for sending aid to ner
ruined and desolate, war-ridden
country,

That night we experienced our
“initial  thriller” when an intre-
pid (?7) German avintor flew over Lhe
city and for half an hour drapped
hombs with reckless abandon.

Next morning we hoarded a train
of “eattle cars” and rode foy thivty-
six hours across a beautifnl streich
ol counlry, passing en route close {o
Paris and making a short stop at
Montereau, where we ot our firsi
glimpse of French, DBritish, Ameri-
can, Belgian, Italian, Canadian, Aus-
tralian and Allied Colonial troops,
We gol off the train at a place ralled
Tanlay, which was only about five
kilometers from the city of Tonnere
and only a stone’s throw from Com-
missey., We “"unslung puacks' in a
field near Tanlay and ate our brenk-
fast there, rested for an hour or two,
then we “slung packs” and marched
on to Baon, about four kilomelers
(one kilometer fs equal to five-
eighths of a mile), where we were
placed in “billets,” a refined appella-
tion for barns, stables, hay lofts and
attics. This was August 18th.

Leaving Baon on September 1, we
went Lo the “Old Mills,” aboul four
kilometers, where we spent a few
days bathing, drilling and taking
short hikes. Leaving the ‘“mills" on
September 7th, we moved over to
Commissey, only a stone's throw
away, and about one and a half
kilos from Tanlay. Here we spent
the time sedulously drilling and pre-
paring vigorously for the work which
wans soon (o come,

IPinally, on September 15th, we
packed up, bade farewell to the good
people of Commissey and made o
two-days' hike to IBrvy. Here we

While en route, just nt
dusk, n Boche alrplane suddenly at-
tacked the train with a machine gun
and wounded several of our men in
the cars behind. Darkness had set In
when we climbed off the traln in
Bruyers and started up the. streets
which led to the outskirts of the
eity. This was hazardous work, for
a Germitn airplune made diligent ef-
forts Lo locate us as we moved along
in the darkness, silent and breath-
less, On one occasion it flew so low
that we, lying flat on the ground or
straightened up against walls and
houses, distinctly heard the ocecu-
pants of the plaune conversing in
German, and a little later the men
from the plane tossed down ghastly
greenish-white tlares in n tricky at-
tempt to light up the road and de-
tect us, The Huns met with no suc-
cess, however, and at last we reach-
ed our billeting farms in the valley,
two kilos from the city, at n place
called the *'Old Vosges Mills.” We
were here from September 21st to
the 23d.

Leaving the "0ld Mills" on Sep-
tember 23d, we marched to Dafosges
and were located at this place, cook-
ing and eating spuds, until late in
the evening of September 29th,when
we started for a long and exhaust-
ing hike to the Vosges Mountains.
We arrived there early in the morn-
ing, it being about 4 o'clock—

Where?

In the Tvenches,

But despite the fact that the men
were on the verge of tottering from
thirst and exhaustion, lack of sleep
and food, we immediately took up
posts in the dark mountains, some
on twisting, winding paths, beset
with treacherous barbed wire en-
tanglements; some «close by our
own “huts" or “shacks,” and others
near the "‘nests' of companionable
I'rench  machine gunners; while,
every once in a while, a big German
shell c¢ame screaming over our
heads qand bursting somewhere in
the blackness beyond, with a deafen-
ing roar.

We were now in the picturesque,
sombre Vosges Mountains, in the re-
serve line trenches, directly above
the Alsace-Lorraine boundary line,
with the Swiss border to our ex-
treme right and the French city of
Moyemmentier behind us in the val-
ley below. In front of us, protected
by the Hun trenches, stood the Ger-
man eity of Alsace, the military key
to Strassburg and Metz,

Into the Front Line Trenches,

A few duays later (October Tth, at
2 u, m.), we moved into the 'front
line trenches, and here we were ini-
tinted into every phase and variety
of modern warfare. L was gunrd
duty and outpost duly of the most
vigilant kind every minute of the
day and night, watching, from places
of concealment or the best cover ob-
tiinable, the skilful manoeuvres of
German scouting, bombing and ob-
servation planes as they skilfully
dipped ount of range of the Irench
auti-afreraft guns, scouting for our
dug-outs, when the heavy artillery
duels took pliace between the Ger-
man and the French batteries at our
flanks, and the giant shells whizzed
and roared over our trenches; pa-
trolling across “No-Man's-Land" in
both sunlight and darkness, fre-
quently penetrating through the
German wires, raiding the Hun
trenches at night, and hurling ever-
lasting curses on pernicious rats and
pestilent ‘cooties,"

A CALL TO CITIZENS TO MERT,.

Every Community Urged to be ltep-
resented on August dth.

(The State, July 27.)

Calls were issued yesterday for a
meeting in Columbia on Wednesday,
August 6th, of the farmers, bankers,
merchants, business and professional
men of the State, for the purpose of
effecting the permanent organization
of the American Cotton Assoclation
in Bouth Carolina. The calls eame

from Governor R. A. Cooper, J, S,
Wannamaker, president of the
American Cotton Assoclatin; B,

Harris, Commissioner of Agriculture
for South Carolina; A. E. Padgett,
president of the South Carolina
Bankers' Association; J. H. Claffey,
president of the South Carolina Far-
mers’ Unlon; W. G. Smith, Ware-
house Commissioner; and Jos. D.
AMiott, president of the Columbia
Chamber of Commerce.

The meeting wil be held at Cra-
ven Hall, beginning at noon, and it
promises to be the biggest and most
representative meeting held recently
in the State.

Governor Cooper's Call,

The call issned by Governor Coop-
er folows: X

“In order to effect the permanent
organization of the Amerfcan Cotton
Association of South Carolina, a
meeting of farmers, bankers, mer-
chants and other professional and
business men will be held in Colum-
bia on Wednesday, August G6th., 1
urge Lhat each county be well repre-
sented, or, better still, each town-
ship.

“The temporary scrganization of
the cotton producers and allied in-
terests has been one of the import-
ant factors in bringing about an in-
crease 'in the price of cotton. The
permanent organization, erected up-
on the groundwork of its predeces-
sor, will have the same effect,

"“The cotton belt has never en-
joyed prosperity commensurate with
other sections of the country. The
economic a#nd social life of the South
has suffered tremendously becnuse
cotton ‘has not yielded a reasonable
profit to the producers., Some advan-
tage, However, has now bheen won.
It muﬁ not be lost. Our progress in
education, roads, in general happi-
ness 18 considerably dependent upon
the price of cotton.

“Bearing this in mind I appeal to
the people of South Carolina to co-
operate in an effort to insure for the
present and for coming years a fair
profit for the South's greatest com-
modity. Organization is essential,"

A Joint Call,

joint call for the meeting was is-
sied by J. 5. Wannamaker, B, Huar-
ris, Commisisoner of Agriculinre; A,
K. Padgett, president of the South
Carolina  IFarmers’ Unfon; W. Q.
Smith,Warehouse Commissioner, and
Jos. D. Miott, president of the Colum-
bia Chamber of Commerce. This call

follows:
“Whereas, the organization of the
American  Cotton  Association has

saved to the South a sum estimated
conservitively at $5,000,000; and,
whereus, as a result of the organiza-
tion of the American Cotton Asso-
cintion every citizen in every town-
ship and every conunly, not only in

South Carolina, but in the enlire
colton belt, will receive greal bene-
fit: and, &

“Whereas, as a result of the or-
ganization of the Ameriean Cotton
Associntion, the farm will be oper-
ated on a business basis, cotton will
be sold at a profitable price, the pro-
ducer will be furnished with infor-

mation on supply and demand
through representatives in every
cotton consuming country in the
world, and regular ecrop condition
reporls issued; and, ®

“Whereas, as a finnl result, the
bad roads of the South will be a

thing of the past, illiteracy will he
blotted out, and rural eonditions will
be so improved that the farm will
attraet and hold the white man;
and,

“\Whcreas, as a final result of the
vast heneflts that the permanent or-
ganization of the American Cotton
Association will bring to the entirve
South, the entire nation will in like
manner he greatly benefited:  There-
fore, he it

“Resolved, That the permanent
organization of the American Colton
Assorcintion, which will inelude the
farmers, merchants, bankers, busi-
ness and professional men in every
school distriet, every township, in
avery counly in the entire State of
South Carolina, and throughout the
Tength and breadth of the entire cot-
ton belt, is of sueh vital importance
that we, the undersigned, both In
our oflicial eapaelty and as ecitizens
of the State of South Carolina, with
the hest interests of South Carolina,
of the entire cotton belt and the
entire nation at heart, hereby ear-
nestly urge that the citizens of sach

Charleston Men Purchase with Inton-

tion of Operating the Road,

Greenville, July 20.—C. P, Cuth-
bert, of Charleston, and a number
of nssdeintes, comprising citizens of
the upper section of the State, to-day
entered into an agreement for the
purchase from R. A. McTyer, of At-
lanta, of the Greenville and Western
Rallway, which extends from Green-
ville to River KFFulls, a distance of 26
miles. Mr. Cuthbert is part owner of
a large tract of timber land In the
territory served by Lhe railroad,

Under the terms of the option en-
tered into, which:was bound by the
payment of a small sum, the pur-
chasers are to complete payment of
$17,000 on the road wilthin thirty
dnys, when the deed will be dellvered
to them and they wlill be able to
take charge of the properly and opor-
ate it. The price agreed upon was
$84,000. Mr. MeTyer bought the
rond at aunction some months ago
for $75,000 and had made plans to
tear up the rails and sell them when
he was prevented by an order of the
Rallroad Commission, 1t {8 under-
stood to bhe the Intentlon of Mr.,
Cuthbert and his nssocintes to oper-
ate the rond upon regular schedules
a8 soon as they are able Lo sesure
the necessary equipment,

TWENTY-TWO YEAR BATTLIC
Is Won by Chaloner, Man who Ovig-
innted “Who's Looney Now?"

New York, July 26.—A twenly-lwo
year legal fight which altained na-
tion-wide notoriely was ended here
to-day when Supreme Court Justice
Iford deelared John Armstrong Chal-
oner, of “"Who's Loonay now?" fame,
to be n “sane citizen, and a8 man of
competence, All of Chaloner's legal
rights as a citizen of New York State
were restored, and he will be restor-
ed to full management of his $2,000,-
000 estate, !

The declsion was a lengthy one,
and traced the history of Chaloner's
case back to 1897, when the young
millionuire was first committed to
Bloomingdale Asyvlum ot the hehest
of some members of the family, He
had been divoreed two years prior
to that time by Amelie Rives, the
novelist, who later married Prince
Troubetskoy,

The courts of Virginin declarved
Chaloner sane in 1901, following his
eseape from Bloomingdale, and he
wis also declared sane in North Car-
olina, In Inle years he has lived in
Virginia, where he has large estates,

Phe now famous remark, “Who's
looney now?"”  was originated by
Chaloner years ago when he learned
that his brother, Robert Winthrop
Chanler, had marvied Linan Cava-
Herl,, the opera singer, and had set-
tled on her a large part of his for-
tune.
